I feel it my duty to draw your attention to the increase in 
costs in carrying on the work on the System. The average 
cost of Retreatment of Tar surfaces in 1944 was $554. per 
mile, in 1947 the average cost of this type of work was $781. 
per mile. The total mileage of Bituminous surfaces on the 
System is 189 miles, 12 miles of this having been laid since 
1944. During 1945, 1946, and 1947, seventy-three miles have 
been retreated, therefore we have 104 miles that have not 
been retreated since 1944. From a careful inspection made in 
the late fall, it would be advisable to retreat approximately 
70 miles in 1948. This additional cost pertains to other work 
such as Mulches, Stabilization, and Grading and Gravelling. 
General Maintenance costs in 1944 were 43,152.38 but in 
1947 these costs had increased to $71,510.83.

Plans for the Garage and Equipment Building have been 
prepared by Mr. Fred Bodley Architect.

There are certain conditions I would like to bring to your 
attention. 


Road. No. 2: In 1937 there were 2.8 miles of Mulch road 
constructed east of Windham Centre. Since then over two 
thousand logs, which had been placed many years ago to form 
a corduroy road, have been removed. There are still many 
logs under the road and it is very rough in spots. The balance 
of these logs should be removed and a new surface supplied. 


Road No. 3: There is a Multi Plate Arch in stock to replace 
the narrow concrete arch east of Villa Nova. This should be 
erected after the spring freshets. 
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Road No. 4: Construction of Grading and..Gravelling’ is 
completed and the road bed well settled. A mulch road can 
now be constructed, some under drainage is required and can 
be done in the early spring. A sufficient amount of perforated 
Helcor pipe is in stock to do this. | 

Road No. 8: About 1% miles south of Courtland a consider- 
able corduroy road exists under the surface and is very repel; 
these logs should be removed. 


Road No. 10: There is about % of a mile of corduroy road 
under the surface of this road Aes the Forestry Station 
and it is very rough. 


Pre No. 1: That portion of the road south of Walsh to 
Road No. 9 has been prepared and is now ready for a Mulch 
top.
